106. ^Previously amended) The sheet of claim 1 wherein the channels extend into 
the sheet by at l^t 10% of the thickness of the sheet. 

107. (Previously amended) The sheet of claim 106 wherein the channels extend 
into the sheet by at\past 20% of the thickness of the sheet. 

108 (Previifusly amended) The sheet of claim 106 wherein the channels extend 
into the sheet by at lea^ 30% of the thickness of the sheet. 

109 (Previously amended) The sheet of claim 106 wherein the channels extend 
into the sheet by at least 50% of the thickness of the sheet.

a laminated structure.
